7th, 1850, charier was applied for, which 
was granted on tbe third day of May, 
I860, A lot of ground was secured at the 
comer of Cedar and flalnut atreets npon 
which to build a church, contracts were 
entered into with raectmnioH, and the 
work was ready for the laying of the 
earner stone, which occurred June 18th, 
1851. Addresses were delivered by Ke*fl. 
J. H. Kennard, G. B. Ide, A. D. Gillette* 
and others. Thu church bnildin,z wai 
considered at tb t day a large and ei-, 
pensive edifice. A beary debt was in- 
curred, but tbe members proved to be 
an earnest and persistent band of belie- 
vers who were not afraid 
to 
undertake 


great things for their churoh, Tne Rev.
